WE give in another column the speech 
delivered by Mr Hennessy at Hakodate, 
concerning which we reproduced certain 
remarks of the. Japan Herald the other 
day. “ We have not the least hesitation 
in saying, now that the whole address is‘ 
before us, that.the very severely con- 
demnatory review of the speech for which 
wo found room, was perfectly justifiable ; 
every word of it,. Nothing could ‘be 
more completely ridiculous than come of 
the remarks Mr Hennessy made at Ha- 
kodate, and nothing more cruelly unfair 
than one of his..atatements,—cruelly. un- 
fair to the public-character of a predeces- 
sor of his own. Compared with’ Sir 
Richard MacDonnell’s -ability asa Go- 
vernor, and general excellence and trust- 
worthiness a8 a public man, Mr Hen- 
nessy’s own peculiar traits of character 
are “as moonlight unto sunlight and as 
water unto wine.”” We will deal with 
these. briefly seriatim}. but first we would 
premise that the whole address is, as much., 
that Mr Hennessy says and does seems 
to be, of a terribly exaggerated or inflated 
nature, being much more of « theatrical. 
like display of highly coloured stump 
oratory than the usefal common-sense 
remarks most men having his opportuni- 
ties would make, The speech to which 
we refer was delivered in reply to an 
address couched in extremely compli- 
mentary terms, which, says the Japan 
Hail, (the organ, says the Gazette, of his 
Excellency. Inouye. Kaworu, formerly 
Banda,) was presented to him at Hako- 
date “by a number of the leading Ja- 
panese merchants of the place.” Of this 
address we have unfortunately no trans- 
lation, but that too. is promised by the 
Mail. Lt could not well be couched in 
terms more fulsomely flattering than 
those employed by Mr Hennessy. in 
speaking of the Japan Government.’ 
“Japan” be tells us, “has produced a| 
race of sterling men.”. He speaks of that 


“| ‘typical statesman of young Japan,” Mr 


Okuma, “unsurpassed by any Finance 
Ministerin the world in those various 
points that conatitute-s successful Fi- 
nance Minister,” in the same breath with 
whose “wonderful labours,” “Mr Glad- 
stone’s brilliant finance, Sir Stafford 
Northcote’s succesg. as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer” are not to be spoken of; their 
puny efforts “appeariag common-place 
contrasted with what Mr Okuma, has had | 
to do.” Now this isnot only emphatic. 
ally bunkum, but bunkum, of the worst 
imaginable kind, In the same way the 
mealy potatoes of Japan, the wheat, oata 
end barley, cows, oxen, horses, the 
Mitsu Bishi Company, General Kuroda 
and hia staff, “ the indefatigable officers 
of the Kaitakushi,” the seaweed, are all 
subjected to the «same indiscriminate 
bespattering of auctioneer like overdrawn 
phrases of flattering description. Mr 
Hennessy is enthusiastic and poetic about 
even £0 prosaic a anbject as their fish 
manure,-—“the millions upon millions, 
of herrings that. smell‘ so: badly as they

China willbe one of $50,000,000 in a 
few years as there waa for hia statement 
that last year the trade of Hongkong: 
amounted to $500,000,000, ‘a ptate-, 
ment the fallacy of which we exposed 
at once on the arrival here of his Tokio 
Ohamber of Commérco speech, With 
reference to this latter misstatement we 
note that Mr Hennessy makes a most 
miserable excuse for his’ blundering. He 
says :—“ When, about a month. ago I 
mentioned to the Tokio Chamber of 
Commerce that Hongkong. was the 
largest - depét of trade in the British 
Empire abroad, I‘ quoted the figures 
given by my predecessor Sir Richard 
MacDonnell: that the annual value of 
that depét-trade is about $500,000,000,” 
Now, it occasionally happens that men 
who out-Herod: Herod as Mr Hennessy 
does makes statements which journalists 
shrink from characterizing; all we care to 
now commit’ ourselves to is this,—that 
what Mr Hennessy said was that “ last 
|year there passed through the — port 
shipping to-the extent of 1,700,000 tons, 
and the value of their cargoes could not 
have been far short of $500,000,000 ;” 
and (2) reverting to this. previous state- 
ment he used, or is reported to have 
used, the worda :-—-"* I have estimated the 
trade. of Hongkong last year ‘at 
$500,000,000.” Why did Mr Hennessy 
not use that refuge for ao many of the 
innacurate orators with whom the world 
is cursed, and deny the‘ accuracy of the 
reporter, It would have been much 
more sweeping and satisfactory to 
‘everyone except to the reporter, and he 
of course has no right - to complain 
if bis character is traducéd. “Since 
Mr Hennessy has chosen this method 
of "justifying bis unhappy. blunder, 
he is bound to give us chapter and verge, 
When and where did Sir Richard Mac 
Donnell make this. statement? Where 
did Sir Richard MacDonnell, who left 
Hongkong in 1872, refer_to the value 
| of the cargoes passing through this’ port 
in 1878?. Did Sir Richard MacDonnell 
ever let his figures flounder about as 
Mr Hennessy does, and speak. of the 
value of the cargoes of the vessela that 
pass through the harbour. of Hong- 
kong as the trade of the port? Be- 
sides, as the. Gazette very fairly puts 
it-—"Sir R, G. MacDonnell was an 
official of the most painstaking accaracy ; 
it is scarcely ‘possible that he, having 
before him the trade returns for. the 
whole of the open ports of China, show- 
ing an average gross annual trade of no 
‘more than $160,000,000, could have been 
guilty of crediting Hongkong alorie with 
a consumption of $340,000,000 after de- 
ducting the whole of the China trade 
ag passing through that port.” -If bis 
“eminent predecessor,” in 1872 or earlicr, 
credited the residents here with ability 
to consume $340,000,000,-worth of Eu- 
ropean goods, or more than double what 


the whole of China consumes itis hard to | 


seo why Mr Hennessy should say ‘that 
“Hongkong produces almost nothing 
and consumes comparatively speaking 
very little.” .We should very much 
like to know what, Sir-Richard' MacDon- 
nell has to ‘say: on -thiy’ matter. 


ing this remarkable piece “of. rhodomon- 
tade that Mr Hennessy has indulged in 
at Hakodate.

The highly efficent represéntative of the 
British Government in this island, Mr 
Consul Eusden, told mo this morning that 
the population of Yesso has increased five- 
fold since he first knew this place in 1861, 
In Mr Eusden’s Consular Report presented 
to Parliament last year. (1878), ho says: 
‘Native trade ia devéloping iteelf more 
and more, and property, more especially in 
land, is increasing-in Xalue every year.” 
Now what aro the chief ‘articles you send to 


Hongkong and Ohina? They are staples |. 


of trade given to you by Nature ; I will not 
use-the conventional.phrase and say they 
are inexhaustible, but it is the trath to say 
that owing fo your favourable climate and 
other advantages’ they appear to be.more 
abundant here in proportion to your area 
and coast line than in any other quarter of 
the globe. Some of thom are articles that 
are produced ono may almost say without 
capital and by labour alone ; you haye not 
to sow seaweeds, or to manure them, orto 
pay much rent for the watery farms on 
which they grow. They are washed by the 
waves to your feet or gathered from the 
rocks, I have been examining them in 
the museums of the Kaitakushi both here 
and at Tokio, and it scemed as if I'recog- 
nised familiar friends, for in the busiest 
streets of }ongkong similar products are 
to be aeon in-balea and bundles with Japa- 
ttese trade marks upon them. Your sea- 
weeds have a high reputation in Chia for 
their sucovlencé and nourisbing qualities. 
From the statietical tables placed ‘at my 
disposal by the government I find that in 
the year ending 80th Juno, 1878, the quan- 
tlty of Japanese seaweeds reoelyed in 
China through Hongkong and otherwise, 


‘| amounted to 20,565,479 cattles, valaed at 


$456,366, Looking to the way that this 
-article of food is produced and put.upo.s 
the China market and to the extraordinary 
demand for it in that Hmplre of 400,000,000 
of food consuiners, it ia not too much to 
say that its production and sale will be 
in almest direct proportion to the labour 
you can give to it. Lncrease that labour 
five-fold ‘and the consumption of Japonece 
seaweeds in Chiaa will probably be in. 
creased five-fold. The night before last, 
I experionced'a now and not unpleasant 
sensation in eating some of your well 
cooked seaweeds ard I am not surprise! 
at the estimation in which the Chinese, a 
nation of cooks and gourmanda, hold them. 
Lalso then tasted your Trepang or Kéche- 
}de-Mer, of which you send about $130,000 
worth to China every year. Of other sea, 
roducts the Chinese recelve from you 


$424,000 worth-of dried cuttlefish, $62,000 
worth of dried’ shell-fish and shrimps, 
$41,000 worth of dried herrings and o:her 
fish, and $33,000 worth of sharks’ fine, 
The supply of herrings along the coasts ot 
this island is so abundant that by far tho 
greater part of it has to be utilized as 
manure, Rapidly as your popalation in 
Yesso is increasing you have not hands 
enough to save, for food, one thousandth 
part of the shoals of herrings that come 
+o such bays as Otarai. : 

And yet your Chinese nelghbours, and 
even our little community in Hongkong 
have .to. import herrings and other 
fish from remote parts of the globe. The 
millions upon millions of herrings that amoll 
sa badly as they lie rotting along the 
shores of ‘Yesso are certainly, not wasted 
when you convert them into fish manure 
and when fleets of junke can be seen, as I 
havo seen them, conveying that u anure 
from this island to the mainland and even 
down to Kobe and Nagasxki; bot how 
much better it would be if you could pre- 
servo your marvellous harvest of herrings 
as dircot articles of food, inatead of utiliz- 
ing ‘them as indirect producsrs of cereals 
and other crops. : -- 

You have asked for my advice; but to 
develop such solid wealth resources as you 
undoubtedly possess, you need no advice 
from me ox any othor well-meaning stranger 
as long as you enjoy so thoroughly well- 
informed and sensibls a Government and 
avail yourselves of the numerons advantages 
it bestows upon you, ‘

GOVERNOR HENNESSY AND SIR. 
HARRY PARKES, wae 
The Fueo Shinshi, Japanose newspaper, . 
has the following account, with’ all proten- 
sions to authenticity, of an interview be- 
tween Sir H..8. Parkes, H. M..Minister, aud - 
Mr Hennessy :—. : io 


We have been ‘informed that’ Mr Hen- | 
nessy, Governor of Hongkong, recently 
visited Sir Harry 8. Parkes, In the course 
of conversation the Governor took an oppor- 
tunity to criticise the British Minister's 
conduct towards the: Imperial Government,” 
pointing out to him that he hes sroquenty 
exceeded the powers conferred upon him by: 
his own Government, lowered his ‘personal | 
dignity and ‘weakened the influence whick 
properly attaches to his offee.: Sir Harry 

arkes replied that he was compelled to act 
in this manner in order to preserve the 
honour, and promote the interests of Eng-° 
land, whereupon Mr Hennessy unhesitats 
ingly declared that a minister who. trans- 
greases the limits of his authority prejudicos 
the honour and prosperity of the country he 
represents and inflicts direot injury upon 
her interests, and concluded by warning Sir 
Harry Parkes to be more circumspect in bis 
future action, Mr Honuessy is right. ; 

Although this is a mere rumour it ia evid- 
ently founded upon truth, for it is accepted 
as-correct by Japanese of the highest rank.: - 

When Mr Hennessy addressed the Tokio 
Chamber of Commerce he made his object 
clear-to the effect that the. interests of the 
Japanese people were to be considered before 
those of his own countrymen; and froin his’ 
general conduct we are satistied that Mr 
Mennessy did not do this merely to obtain a 
reputation for himsélf:. In marked contrast 
to this is the conduct of Sir Harry Parkes 
with regard to Japan. It seoms to us that 
he does. not know the ‘difference betwoen 
right‘and wrong. He seizes tho slightest 
opportunity to benefit. his. country and 
people by inflicting injuries apes us, there- 
fore a feeling hostile to British subjects has 
grown up among Japinese who occasionally 
go.so far as to threaten the interruption of 
friendly relations with Englend.. .Zhe‘Bri« 
tish, blinded by avarice, pay no attention to} 
any proposals we may make; they seom to) 
conaider their covetous: policy redounda to 
the honour of their uation.
